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School Registration 1962-63 


GENERAL 

Education facilities are provided without charge only to children 
of service or civilian personnel residing on a defence establishment. 
Other casee must be considered individually by the Official Trustee 
and if acceptable may be permitted to attend DND school on written 
authority only. 

The term "children" shall be interpreted to be only those children 
of natural issue or of legal adoption. 

For the benefit of newcomers to Griesbach, School No. 1 is loca¬ 
ted in the south section of the camp and School No. 2 in the north 
section. 

Parents are advised that age limits for kindergarten pupils will 
be five (5) years of age on or before December 31st, 1962, and for 
grade one pupils six years of age on or before the same date. Birth 
certificates will be required to substantiate age of kindergarten and 
grade one pupils who will be registering for the first time.

All pupils for Grades 7 to 9 inclusive living in Griesbach will 
attend School No. 1. 

Senior High School 

a. All pupils of Protestant Faith for Grades 10 to 12 inclusive 

living in Griesbach will attend Queen Elizabeth High School. 

Bus schedules will be advised. 

b. All pupils of Roman Catholic Faith tfor Grades 10 to 12 inclu¬ 

sive living in Griesbach will attend O'Leary High School. 

Bus schedules will be advised. 

REGISTRATION IN BOTH SCHOOLS WILL TAKE PLACE AT 0900 
HOURS, SEPTEMBER 4th, 1962. Bus will leave Griesbach School No. 1 
at 0800 hours. 

New comers to camp are urged to contact the applicable school 
early in August to arrange suitable courses.

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Don’t Be Bargain Happy — Watch 
Automobile Repossession Racket 

By BARNEY O'KANE 


Summertime is the season oi 
driving, and unethical used car 
dealers who operate on the outer 
periphery of the law, are again 
baiting their advertising or the 
unwary used car bargain seeker. 
Their misleading advertisents pre¬ 
tend to offer an automobile re¬ 
possession on the basis of simply 
tcking over the payments owing. 
There is the implied thought that 
such an arrangement is a great 
saving over a regular purchase 
Generally, such advertising is run 
in the classified section of some 
of the big city newspapers, and 
appears to this: 

REPOSSESSION 

'53 Merc customline, radio, sig¬ 
nals, heater, etc. finished in 
original Merc blue. $482 owing. 
Just take over payments of $23 
mothly. Ask for Dix GZ. 
79n45. 

Various other heading are used 
with the same intent, such as 
"Bank Seizure", "Foreclosure", etc. 

The bargain-happy buyer read¬ 
ing the advertisement, phones to 
enquire, and is told by a pleas¬ 
ant-voiced salesman or supposed 
"credit manger" et al, that all 
he has to do is to take over pay¬ 
ments, plus supposed "bailiff" 
fees and other charges which 
may total whatever the used car 
dealer thinks hie can secure as an 
immediate cash downpayment. 

Frequently, at this juncture, 
some credit information is secured 
by phone in order that the victim 
may be more quickly "railroaded" 
into a deal when he visits the 
used car lot. 

Now follows his visit to the used 
car lot, where he is skilfully 
steered through a quick road test 
of only two to six blocks on 
smooth pavement by a salesman 
who, more than often, knows both 
the major weakness of the car and 
the shady aspect of the deal. 
Sometimes the customer is given 
the amazing information that the 
car firm supposedly not covered 
by insurance for a road test of 
repossessions, so all testing is 
limited to a sales person starting 
and stopping the motor. 

Enamoured with the word pic¬ 
ture of this supposed car bargain, 
the deluded buyer now signs an 
agreement of sale, generally on 
an "as is, where is, without re¬ 
course or guarantee" basis. His 
cash down paymen is whatever 
can be secured from him and is 
generally treated as unrefund- 
able. 

TWO FINANCE AGREEMENTS 

Credit information is now thor¬ 
oughly taken, and the victim with 
his wife or co-signer is steered 
first to a small loan company to 
borrow on a note loan the */3 nor¬ 
mally used for initial down-pay¬ 


ment. This generally involves 
either furniture of real property 
as security. After this agreement 
is made on the remaining % with 
the automobile as security. 

Like an alcoholic waking up to 
a hangover, the victim wakes up 
to the fact that he has been bilked. 
He learn that the "repossession" 
bargain is a misleading adver¬ 
tising hoax which has involved 
his house or furniture, even if he 
loses his car for missing payments. 
He is actually financed a used 
car on the no-down-payment plan 
at a full price with high interest 
rates of 2% monthly on the note 
loan and 10% annually on the 
acceptance agreement, Also, he 
frequently learns that the total 
price of his car is actually higher 
than that listed for a similar car 
by better legitimate dealers. 

CASH PAYMENTS 
UNREFUNDABLE 

If his credit fails to be approved, 
the would-be-buyer may find that 
he cannot recover the money he 
has paid for the so-called "bailiff 
charges" (actually a cash dawn- 
payment), or that some fictitious 
"credit investigation" charge has 
been deducted from it. Frequently, 
with a specious appearance of 
honesty, his down-payment is re¬ 
funded in the form of a credit 
note on a new car, good for 30 
days, and because financing is 
imposible for him, he still gets 
nothing. It is not unusual in these 
borderline deals, for hundreds of 
dollars to be pocketetd from for¬ 
feited down-payments. 

These fims consider no car as 
sold until the credit is completely 
approved, so it frequently happens 
that there are seven or eight per¬ 
sons negotiating at the same time 
for the same car. With forfeited 
cash down-payments, it is easily 
observed that this makes for a 
lucrative business. 

But generally in the long run, 
the man who loses his small 
down-payment to these sharp 
dealers is the lucky one. The buy¬ 
er, who is taken, pays high inter¬ 
est and in ndditie« often finds 
that no exact monthly payment is 
guaranteed in the advertisements 
or frequently even on the sales 
agreement, so that after it has 
been handled by the acceptance 
ccrporations, he may find that he is 
paying 20 to 30 dollars more per 
month than originally advertised. 
He is the pawn in the lucrative 
game played by legal border 
liners, and is placed in the grip 
of a financial vice. 

Buyers, especially used oar buy¬ 
ers who make a capital exepndi- 
ture, should leam to exercise 
good business sense and beware 
of being bulldozed into supposed 


bargains. Every real buy stands 
investigation. 

CANNOT "TAKE dVER 
PAYMENTS" 

Despite advertisements, pay¬ 
ments can never be "taken over" 
on repossessed automobiles. They 
have lapsed, and a new agree¬ 
ment is necessary. Repossessions 
are generally returned to the used 
car dealers on recourse agree¬ 
ments from auto finance com¬ 
panies. A genuine offer will be 
indicated by the finance company 
being actuall named and the act¬ 
ual outstanding amount as the full 
price, which is generally much 
less than the regular price of a 
similar used unit. It will be hon¬ 
estly represented as an entirely 
new agreement. 


As a rule, no-down-payment 
buying is an unsafe business 
practice, but where the purchaser 
is confident that his income is ad¬ 
equate to cover regular payments 
and maintenance, it can be real 
help in securing immediate and 
needed transportation. It is unne¬ 
cessary, and sometimes unwise, 
to finance through an auto sales 
office for the no-down-payment 
plan. Frequently, the finance com¬ 
pany they recommended is a sub¬ 
sidiary company of their accept¬ 
ance corporation. Often when it 
is actually needed, better smalll- 
loan arrangements for down pay¬ 
ments can be secured through a 
bank, credit union, or finance cor¬ 
poration with whom the buyer has 
already dealt and established a 
line of credit! 

BEFORE BUYING — CHECK! 

Before signing, every egreement 
of sale should be carefully check¬ 
ed and examined by the buyer. 


(a) It should leave no blanks or 
uncertainties, but always in 
elude a full description of the 
car to be purchased with ser¬ 
ial and motor number and full 
price. 

(b) All accessories should be in¬ 
dividually listed. 

(c) Down payments, and the num¬ 
ber, months, and amounts ol 
time payments should be speci¬ 
fically included. 

(d) If a trade is made, the exacl 
amout allowed should also be 
definitely stated. 

(e) Any agreement or guarantee 
regarding parts, service or re¬ 
pairs must also be fully writ¬ 
ten into the sales contract. 

No buyer, under any" circum¬ 
stance should allow himself to be 
talked into signing without taking 
these elementary precautions and 
checking the sale agreement for 
the exact description of the 
vehicle purchased and the terms 
of sale. Verbal promises are 
worthless unless in writing ap¬ 
proved by the firm. Never* sign 
until document is ully completed 
and until you have matched the 
motor and serial numbers of the 
agreement with the purchase. If 
the sales staff "hems and hawss' 
and deisires a signature prior to 
completion, leave at once — it 
is too likely that they are playing 
things for their own advantage in 
a shady deal. 

Buying sight unseen, or car 
untried, is both dangerous and 
foolish. In the used car field, the 
prospective buyer, who is even¬ 
tually paying hundreds or even 
thousands of dollars into his 
transportation, should use great 
care in checking his purchase. He 
must not allow himself to be 
talked out of a thorough road 
test and mechanical check-up. 
While it is true that almost all 
used cars need some minor re¬ 
pairs, the so-called repossessions 
are too often simply "lemons" or 
wrecks which have been adver¬ 
tised to hurry a sale and take ad¬ 
vantage of the bargain-hunter. 

A few dollars investment into a 
good book on used car check-up 
and buying, or hiring a reput¬ 
able mechanic to check a pro¬ 
spective purchase, will always be 
a pound investment and cheap 
protection for every used car 
buyer. 

MONEY PROBLEMS? 

Along with misleading reposses¬ 
sion advertisement, there is also 
the self-styled "credit manager" 
who offers a car and 'cash to 
clear up a few back debts, gen¬ 
erally advertised under the clas¬ 
sified catch-line of "Money Proh- 
tem/s?" The amount suggested is 
a total of about $1,000 with $600 
to be used in purchasing a used 
car which is sometimes only act¬ 
ually worth about % that amount, 
and the remainder of $400 is paid 
in cash. 

Any person with "money prob-

lems" who can pass this "credit 
manager" would have no diffic¬ 
ulty in making personal arrange¬ 
ments for themselves with a fin¬ 
ance corporation or credit union, 
without the added danger of being 
taken advantage of in a used-car 
lot. The approach of "money prob¬ 
lems" removes the bargaining 
power from the customer in buy¬ 
ing a used car, and he is gen¬ 
erally limited to a selection of 
similarily second - rate transport¬ 
ation. 

Already, in many of the larger 
cities, crooked used car operators 
in the legal twilight zone are 
being folded by legal measures. 
Unfortunately, should a buyer be 
taken in by misleading adverti¬ 
sements, there is little that he 
can do. The contracts he signs in 
gullibility are generally binding. 
However, he should not fail to 
contact his lawyer and the Better 
Business Bureau immediately to 
have assistance in any possible 
avenue of redres,s. 

PREVENTION — THE BEET CURE 

The best cure is prevention. A 
used car buyer should always pro¬ 
tect himself by completely check¬ 
ing the motor vehicle he intends 
to purchase, and then never sign¬ 
ing an agreement of sale without 
first checking all its details and 
guarantees. Too often, buyers al¬ 
low some sharp salesman talk 
them out of these very primary 
precautions. 

Many Canadian provinces are 
introducing added protection for 
the customer be requiring bonds 
of used car salesmen. Every en¬ 
couragement should be given to 
this legislation both by honest car 
dealers and car owners or buyers. 

Much of the trouble, however, 
arises from the unchecked stream 
of side-show barker advertising 
in the newspaper classified sec¬ 
tions which mislead ordinary buy¬ 
ers. It is here that we find this 
snarl of trickery and catchy 
claims to catch the unwary. 

The remedy for this lies in the 
hands of the newspaper subscrib¬ 
ers, both individuals and firms, 
expressing their strong disap¬ 
proval of their newspaper being 
used as an advertising catch-all 
for misleading statements. 

Every advertisement shoud 
state: 

(a) The total price and total down- 
payment required. 

(b) Number of months to be fin¬ 
anced and monthly amount. 

:c) Either the license or motor 
number. 

(b) The phone or location where 
the vehicle is available. 

There is nothing wrong with 
no-down-payment, but certainly 
no car should be advertised as a 
"repossession" or similar unless 
such is the actual fact. Nor should 
dishonest wording, such as "take 


over payments" be permitted to 
deceive the public. 

This safeguard, with a bonding 
system, would make it almost im¬ 
possible for the sharpie and the 
borderliner to operate in the field 
of legitimate used car selling. 


The information contained in 
this story is good.

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fair city, but, fortunately, the part¬ 
ies responsible are in the minority. 
Frankly, the victim is invariably 
the party who can ill afford the 
less, or the legal fight in which 
he becomes involved if he defaults 
the terms of the contract or pay¬ 
ments. 

Complaints filed with the Ed¬ 
monton BBB have been from young 
men, who may be endeavouring 
to find a bargain, but have not 
teken the usual precautions as 
outlined. It is imperative that a 
person, who has no mechanical 
experience, should for his own 
protection, have a vehicle checked 
carefully by a qualified mechanic 
— to make certain that the car is 
as represented. 


A prospective purchaser must 
be careful about placing a dep¬ 
osit on a car before thoroghly 
checking the vehicle, because 
some dealers may refuse to refund 
same if the deal is not consum¬ 
mated. Some have been known to 
issue a credit certificate, applic¬ 
able on the purchase of another 
vehicle, and some of these certi¬ 
ficates may have to be taken up 
within 30 days, even though the 
dealer may not have a vehicle 
suitable for the prospective buy¬ 
er's needs. Speaking of credit cer¬ 
tificates, some holders of these 
have advised us that when they 
went to make their selection, they 
found that the price on the vehicle 
in which they had shown an in¬ 
terest had been increased in price 
by the amount of the certificate 
or more, and thus they found 
they were holding a practically 
useless piece of paper which had 
cost them money. 

In oder to recoup their loss they 
would have to take legal 
action, and many young people 
feel they can ill afford to take 
a chance on the outcome of such 
an action, and would sooner drop 
the wnoie matter and charge it 
up to experience. This has put 
money into the hands of the un¬ 
scrupulous operator, and the re¬ 
putation of all car dealers suffers 
from the dealings of the few.
